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AFS  IS  a  global  community  of  more  than  50  Partner 
organizations  that  support  intercultural  learning, 
principally  through  exchange  programs.  AFS  has 
transformed  the  lives  of  millions  of  students,  families 
and  individuals  through  the  participation  of  AFS 
Volunteers  and  AFS  Host  Families  worldwide. 

AFS  began  as  the  American  Field  Service  during 
World  Wars  I  and  II.  when  nearly  5.000  young  men 
volunteered  as  ambulance  drivers.  In  1947.  under 
the  leadership  of  Stephen  Galatti.  AFS  organized  its 
first  secondary  student  exchanges.  The  aim  was  to 
build  international  understanding  by  helping  ordinary 
people  from  different  parts  of  the  world  get  to  know 
one  another. 

Nearly  seven  decades  later,  more  than  12.000  students 
participate  in  AFS  exchanges  and  more  than  40,000 
volunteers  support  AFS  Programs  each  year.  AFS 
continues  to  connect  people  and  to  support  them  in 
sharing  their  cultures.

Message  from  the  Chair 
and  the  President 


The  past  year  was  both  a  challenging  and  a  rewarding  year  for  AFS,  which  saw  significant 
economic,  social  and  political  changes  unfold  around  the  world^  As  a  global  organization, 
AFS  IS  managing  these  challenges,  by  relying  on  the  core  principles  that  have  guided  the 
organization  over  the  last  63  years,  and  on  the  strength  of  the  AFS  Network  of  volunteers, 
hosts  and  participants. 

AFS  made  significant  strides  in  implementing  Vision  2020,  the  long-term  strategy  for 
reaching  more  people  with  high-quality  programs  in  more  countries  over  the  next  10  years. 
AFS  took  the  opportunity  to  broaden  its  perspectives  and  to  explore  opportunities  both 
within  and  outside  the  organization.  More  specifically,  AFS  strengthened  two  assets  that 
continue  to  be  at  the  heart  of  the  organization:  the  volunteer  network  and  a  growing  range 
of  programs. 

AFS  Volunteers  are  the  backbone  of  the  organization,  and  AFS  completed  several 
initiatives  to  increase  their  long-term  engagement.  The  leadership  of  the  AFS  Network 
gathered  for  the  2009  World  Congress  in  Kuala  Lumpur,  Malaysia,  which  focused  on 
innovation  and  embracing  change  while  remaining  committed  to  lifelong  intercultural 
learning.  AFS-USA  held  its  first  National  Volunteer  Assembly,  beginning  a  new  phase  of 
engagement  with  their  volunteers.  AFS  Thailand  established  hosting  centers  throughout 
the  country  to  provide  volunteer  training  and  more  consistent  and  localized  follow-up  with 
participants  and  host  families. 

In  2009,  AFS  achieved  important  results  in  its  programs.  Programs  were  reintroduced  in 
Kenya  through  a  partnership  with  the  Youth  Exchange  and  Study  Program  (YES)  of  the 
U.S.  Department  of  State's  Bureau  of  Educational  and  Cultural  Affairs.  AFS  also  restarted 
operations  in  Bosnia  and  Herzegovina,  Croatia,  Serbia  and  Slovenia.  AFS  Colombia 
engaged  young  adults  from  Germany  in  community  service  projects  that  had  direct 
positive  impact  in  their  communities  through  the  Weltwarts  Program.  AFS  Interculture 
South  Africa  launched  bilateral  exchanges  with  Mozambique  and  South  Africa.  Significantly, 
AFS,  in  partnership  with  the  governments  of  Japan,  Germany  and  the  United  States, 
sent  1,295  participants  on  exchange  programs  over  the  course  of  the  year.  As  the  donor 
list  indicates,  many  Partners,  led  by  Intercultura,  the  AFS  Partner  in  Italy,  have  received 
generous  scholarships  from  corporations. 

Beyond  the  accomplishments  of  2009,  how  AFS  is  perceived  in  the  world  is  a  revealing 
measure  of  our  effectiveness,  and  there  are  two  examples  that  recognize  the  leading  role 
that  AFS  plays  in  providing  quality  lifelong  intercultural  learning.  AFS  International  was 
invited  to  present  a  research  paper  on  the  state  of  secondary  student  exchange  programs 
by  the  United  Nations  Alliance  of  Civilizations.  Also,  the  Board  of  the  Caravan  Institute,  a 
New  York-based  non-profit  organization,  announced  that  AFS  International  will  receive  a 
contribution  of  USD  1.5  million  to  support  investment  in  new  projects  and  to  provide  an 
endowed  scholarship  program. 

The  following  pages  provide  more  details  on  activities  of  the  past  year,  and  highlight  some 
of  the  core  principles  of  AFS  that  will  be  important  in  the  year  ahead.  We  look  forward, 
with  your  support,  to  continuing  to  enrich  our  current  programs,  exploring  opportunities 
to  grow,  and  increasing  the  number  of  people  who  participate  in  AFS  intercultural  learning 
experiences.

One  of  the  root  causes  of 
conflict  is  intolerance.  In  South 
Africa  there  is  often  a  lack  of 
understanding  and  knowledge 
between  groups  that  are 
culturally  and  ethnically  different. 
To  achieve  deeper  cross- 
cultural  understanding,  AFS 
Interculture  South  Africa  launched 
SayXChange. 

Funded  by  the  Southern  Africa 
Trust  in  partnership  with  AFS, 
SayXChange  is  a  regional 
community  service  program 
working  to  build  greater 
understanding  between  young 
adults  from  South  Africa  and 
Mozambique.  The  goal  is  to 
educate  participants  on  social 
issues  and  to  promote  volunteer 
work  in  local  projects  as  a 
catalyst  to  building  civil  society 
and  regional  identity  in  Southern 
Africa. 

"We  know  that  AFS  Programs 
can  help  prepare  young  leaders 
who  are  culturally  astute  and 
aware  of  the  role  that  they  can 
play  In  coming  up  with  innovative 
solutions  to  our  problems  based 
on  the  mission  and  values  of  AFS," 
said  Bongani  Michael  Kumalo, 
Board  Chair  of  AFS  Interculture 
South  Africa. 


SayXChange  draws  upon  the 
accumulated  knowledge  of  the  AFS 
Network  to  create  a  new  program 
that  suits  the  particular  needs  of 
young  adults  in  Southern  Africa. 

"Regional  exchange  programs 
are  an  innovative  concept  for 
AFS  in  Africa.  Our  belief  is  that 
this  exchange  will  broaden 
the  participants'  horizons  and 
help  them  gain  new  skills  to 
manage  their  lives,"  said  Jorge 
Massuque,  Leader  of  the  Interim 
AFS  Volunteer  Committee  for 
SayXChange  in  Mozambique. 

In  2010,  ten  Mozambicans  and 
ten  South  Africans  will  participate 
in  reciprocal  exchanges  for  five 
months.  The  plan  is  to  increase 
the  number  of  participants  in  2011 
and  to  extend  the  program  to 
other  countries  in  the  Southern 
African  Development  Region. 

According  to  Mr.  Kumalo,  "The 
desire  to  make  the  remarkable 
AFS  experience  possible  for 
more  young  people  here  is  what 
drives  me  to  continue  being  an 
AFS  volunteer.  The  SayXChange 
program  is  but  one  example  of 
the  entrepreneurial  work  we 
envision  for  AFS  in  our  country 
and  region." 
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In  2009,  AFS  Interculture  South  Africa  developed  key  partnerships 
to  help  fund  new  and  continuing  programs: 

•  Working  with  AFS  Gernnany,  the  German  Ministry  for  Economic 
Cooperation  and  Development  granted  USD  119,000  to  support 
AFS  South  Africa's  Volunteer  Development  Plan. 


Together  with  AFS-USA,  AFS  Interculture  South  Africa  obtained 
USD  45,000  from  the  U.S.  Department  of  State's  Bureau 
of  Educational  and  Cultural  Affairs  to  introduce  the  Youth 
Exchange  and  Study  Program  (YES)  to  South  Africa  in  2010 
The  YES  Program  is  a  public  diplomacy  initiative  that  builds 
bridges  of  international  understanding,  especially  between 
Americans  and  people  in  countries  with  significant  Muslim 
populations. 

The  Southern  Africa  Trust  granted  USD  143,000  for  the 
SayXChange  program  to  launch  AFS  Community  Service 
exchanges  between  Mozambique  and  South  Africa  in  2010.

In  2008,  AFS  Thailand  began 
to  establish  Hosting  Centers 
throughout  the  country  in  order 
to  provide  high-quality  support 
services  to  volunteers,  participants 
and  host  families. 

"We  have  been  implennenting 
several  key  measures  to  continue 
to  build  a  strong  foundation  for 
hosting  growth  and  support,"  said 
Apithai  Buranasiri,  Partner  Director, 
AFS  Thailand. 

By  2009,  thirteen  regional  Hosting 
Centers  were  opened  in  Thailand 
and  two  additional  Centers  have 
been  added  recently.  The  Centers 
represent  AFS  in  areas  that  are 
geographically  distant  from  the 
national  AFS  office.  They  focused 
specifically  on  finding  host 
families  and  strengthening  AFS's 
relationship  with  local  schools 
and  volunteers.  According  to 
Mr.  Buranasiri,  "The  Centers  are 
operated  by  committees  of  at 
least  ten  AFS  Volunteers  who 
receive  ongoing  support  from  the 
national  AFS  office.  This  serves 
to  ensure  that  Thai  volunteers  are 
well  prepared  to  offer  support 
to  everyone  involved  in  AFS 
Programs." 


Another  key  element  of  AFS 
Thailand's  strategy  is  the 
comprehensive  training  offered  to 
hosting  volunteers,  most  of  whom  are 
teachers.  The  training  sessions  are 
based  on  best  practices  and  ongoing 
reflection  on  the  AFS  Volunteer 
experience.  As  a  result,  hosting 
volunteers  are  familiar  with  AFS 
Programs,  aware  of  the  responsibilities 
of  AFS  Participants  and  know  the  role 
and  function  of  AFS  Host  Families. 
Training  sessions  are  also  held 
regularly  for  AFS  Thailand  trainers  to 
make  sure  that  they  have  the  latest 
information  and  tools  to  share  with 
their  volunteer  trainees. 

"AFS  Volunteers  do  what  we 
do  because  of  our  love  for  and 
dedication  to  our  work.  We  are 
proud  of  being  AFS  Volunteers, 
and  thanks  to  the  frequent  training 
sessions  that  I  sometimes  help  to 
organize,  our  volunteers  learn  about 
the  AFS  Mission,  its  strategy,  and  the 
quality  standards  that  we  need  to 
apply  to  continue  to  run  successful 
AFS  Programs  in  our  country.  I  have 
been  an  AFS  Volunteer  for  35  years, 
and  today  I  am  happy  to  say  that  I 
consider  myself  an  example  of  an 
AFS  lifelong  learner,"  said  Praphasri 
Pumsiri. 


AFS  intercultural  learning  experiences 
are  enricl-ied  by  the  quality  of  the 
support  participants  receive  from  host 
families  and  AFS  Volunteers  during 
their  exchanges. 

A  hallmark  of  the  AFS  experience  is 
the  time  participants  spend  with  a  host 
family  and  the  ability  of  AFS  to  place 
them  in  an  environment  that  will  enrich 
their  intercultural  learning.  In  Thailand, 
as  in  the  rest  of  the  AFS  Network, 
sharing  day-to-day  life  with  host 
parents  and  siblings  adds  a  very  specia 
dimension  to  AFS  exchange  programs.

A  strategic  priority  of  the 
AFS  Vision  for  the  year  2020 
is  expanding  the  number  of 
countries  in  which  AFS  Programs 
are  conducted  and  the  number 
of  participants  engaged  in 
intercultural  learning. 

The  European  Federation  for 
Intercultural  Learning  (EFIL) 
and  its  Secretary  General,  Paul 
Claes,  local  AFS  Returnees  in 
south  eastern  Europe  and  AFS 
International  worked  together 
to  establish  an  AFS  presence 
in  Bosnia  and  Herzegovina, 
Croatia,  Serbia  and  Slovenia. 

"In  the  1990s,  the  region 
experienced  a  terrible  war.  It  is 
very  important  that  people  here 
learn  to  understand  each  other. 
Young  people  in  south  eastern 
Europe  can  benefit  from  AFS 
Programs  that  broaden  their 
point  of  view  and  that  enable 
them  to  become  citizens  of 
the  world,"  said  Sanja  Bertovic, 
Director  of  Globus,  the  AFS 
representative  in  Croatia. 

In  addition  to  starting  new 
programs,  AFS  is  expanding 
offerings  for  young  adults  who  are 
18  years  and  older.  AFS  Germany 
started  the  Welt  warts  Program, 
supported  by  the  German  Federal 
Ministry  for  Economic  Cooperation 
and  Development.  The  program 
provides  scholarships  to  young 
German  adults  to  participate  in 


AFS  Programs  in  the  developing 
world  and  to  work  in  local 
communities. 

AFS  Colombia  hosted  24 
Weltwarts  participants  who  were 
placed  in  11  different  AFS  chapters 
in  the  country.  "The  energy  and 
dedication  that  the  Weltwarts 
participants  have  brought  to  their 
work  in  Colombia  has  had  a  strong 
impact  in  the  local  communities 
where  they  have  been  placed. 
The  services  they  are  providing 
have  been  very  well  received  and 
appreciated,"  concludes  Rosario 
Gutierrez  Becquet,  Partner 
Director  of  AFS  Colombia. 

Paraguay  has  organized  AFS 
Community  Service  programs 
since  the  1990s.  AFS  participants 
have  worked  on  projects  that 
help  indigenous  people,  schools 
and  day-care  centers  and 
environmental  organizations. 
Victoria  Villalba,  Partner 
Director  of  AFS  Paraguay,  said, 
"Community  Service  participants 
make  a  unique  contribution.  They 
not  only  learn  about  other  cultures, 
but  also  about  themselves.  They 
experience,  through  their  work, 
the  many  faces  of  poverty  in 
developing  communities.  Our 
participants  usually  develop  strong 
bonds  to  our  culture  and  quite  a 
few  keep  returning  to  Paraguay 
and  fundraise  back  home  to 
support  their  Community  Service 
projects  here." 
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Young  adults  who  participate  in  AFS  Programs 
provide  vital  services  where  they  are  needed 
most  by  working  in  their  local  host  communities. 

Through  AFS  Colombia,  participants  have  been 
placed  with  organizations  such  as  Fundacion  Vida 
Nueva,  where  they  help  the  homeless  integrate 
into  society  and  Fundamor,  where  they  help 
children  with  HIV. 

In  Paraguay,  AFS  participants  have  been  placed  in 
Tierra  Viva,  a  non-profit  that  provides  assistance 
to  the  indigenous  people  of  Paraguay,  assisting 
the  organization  to  develop  tools  to  deliver  their 
services  in  the  Paraguayan  Chaco  region.

Today,  volunteers  have  a  direct, 
participatory  voice  in  the  affairs 
of  AFS-USA  on  a  national  level 
and  the  volunteers  on  the  National 
Council  truly  represent  their 
colleagues  from  coast-to-coast,"

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AFS,  as  a  truly  volunteer-based  organization,  has  always  had 
a  strong  commitnnent  to  its  approximately  7,000  volunteers 
in  the  U.S.  and  more  than  40,000  volunteers  worldwide. 
AFS-USA  is  guided  by  four  core  principles  in  its  work  with 
volunteers: 

•  Commit  to  volunteer  development,  so  that  any  individual 
who  supports  AFS-USA  has  an  opportunity  to  maintain  a 
strong  relationship  with  the  organization; 

•  Promote  continuous  learning,  ensuring  that  all  volunteers 
are  provided  with  ongoing  training  and  given  the 
resources  they  need  to  support  the  AFS  Mission  of 
intercultural  education  and  understanding; 

•  Remain  a  leading  volunteer  organization,  committed  to 
innovation  and  new  strategies  to  strengthen  and  diversify 
the  AFS  Volunteer  base; 

•  Effectively  manage  volunteers  with  clearly  defined 
policies  linked  to  a  career  ladder,  to  enable  individuals  to 
move  to  higher  levels  of  responsibility,  to  develop  their 
interests,  and  to  build  upon  their  experiences  with  the 
organization.

AFS  Intercultural  Programs,  Inc.  ("AFS  International")  is  a  not-for-profit 
organization  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  New  York  State,  USA,  and  is 
a  tax-exempt  organization  under  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  501(c)(3)  of 
the  United  States  of  America.  AFS  Partner  organizations  ("Partners")  are 
incorporated  under  the  laws  of  the  country  in  which  they  are  located  and 
likewise  prepare  financial  statements  and  tax  reports  as  required  by  the 
jurisdictions  in  their  respective  countries. 

Each  Partner  undergoes  an  annual  fiscal  audit  and  presents  to  AFS 
International  a  copy  of  the  independent  auditor's  opinion  along  with  its 
financial  statements.  While  rules  and  regulations  vary  among  Partner  nations, 
audits  generally  follow  standards  consistent  with  US-based  GAAP  (Generally 
Accepted  Accounting  Principles).  The  tables  presented  are  not  the  result  of 
an  audit  performed  by  one  firm  but  represent  combined  information  from 
audits  performed  by  a  number  of  independent  auditors  around  the  world. 
The  information  for  the  three  years  shown  has  been  gathered  from  the 
audited  financial  statements  of  50  Partners  and  AFS  International  for  these 
years.  The  tables  reflect  the  combined  financial  activity  in  the  worldwide 
network  of  AFS  Partners  and  include  a  regional  summary  for  the  fiscal  year 
2008.  The  compilation  of  the  2009  financial  statements  will  be  available  once 
the  annual  audits  around  the  world  are  completed.
